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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's communication received on 5/10/10 lias been entered. 

2. The IDS received on 4/2/10 has been entered and the references cited within 
carefully considered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

Applicant arguments have been carefully considered. 

3. In light of applicant's amendment the previously cited objections are withdrawn. 

4. In regard to the 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph rejection, applicant argues the written 
description by pointing to the paragraph 8-10, 39, 41 and 51 of the specification. 

It appears that either applicant did not understood the issue raised by the examiner 
or the examiner did not understand applicant's clarification of the issue (or both). 
The examiner appreciated that the specification discusses benefits of the invention 
as well offers various embodiments. However, the issue that was raised by the 
examiner essentially related to claim speculative connection of different 
embodiments. Note that the specification does not offer any signal embodiment 
supporting the limitations present In all Independent claims which (now) require 
generating a magnetic field comprising a time-varying magnetic signal via the one or 
more Induction coils and the magnetic stripe that is received by a magnetic stripe 
reader "in close proximity to the magnetic field generator without swiping the 
magnetic stripe through the magnetic stripe reader or inserting the magnetic stripe 
into the magnetic stripe reader or using an adapter to interface with the magnetic 
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stripe reader ". Note that capability of creating signals using either induction coil or 
otherwise was not questioned in the rejection. Neither the capability of the 
apparatus to sending a signal without swiping/inserting the magnetic card into a 
reader. In order to read magnetic signal generated via a magnetic stripe and 
induction coils underneath a length of the magnetic stripe, the apparatus comprising 
the magnetic stripe and induction coils must be inserted/swiped into magnetic stripe 
readers. Another option is to send signal wirelessly, from an apparatus to a reader, 
but the magnetic stripe reader and coils underneath are not used in this 
embodiment. The examiner did not find clarification enabling understanding the 
functionality of the claimed coils and magnetic stripe, which prompted the 35 U.S.C. 
112 first paragraph, new matter issue. However, applicant's response and the newly 
introduced limitation (without ... using an adapter to interface with the magnetic 
stripe reader") raises an additional, enablement issue. Based on the prior art the 
examiner cannot foresee how the invention can be accomplished as claimed and in 
order to actually practice the invention a person skilled in the relevant art would have 
to engage in an undue amount of experimentation. As a result, in addition to the 
previously cited 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph rejection, the enablement rejection is 
included in this Office Action in order to require the applicant to clarify the issue. 
5. Please note, that upon applicant's response, hopefully clarifying the issue, an 
omitted essential limitation rejection can be introduced. 



6. Claims 1, 3, 5-37, 39-41, 43-52, 54-56, 58-63, 65 and 67-92 have been examined. 
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7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 9, 11 , 14-37, 39-41 , 43-52, 54-55, 58-63, 65, 67, 71 , 73 and 76-83 
remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In particular, the limitations requiring receiving 
by a magnetic stripe reader in close proximity to the magnetic field generator 
without swiping the magnetic stripe through the magnetic stripe reader or inserting 
the magnetic stripe into the magnetic stripe reader or using an adapter to interface 
with the magnetic stripe reader " a generated via the one or more induction coils and 
the magnetic stripe time-varying magnetic signal, is not found in the originally filed 
specification. 

9. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 9, 1 1 , 1 4-37, 39-41 , 43-52, 54-55, 58-63, 65, 67, 71 , 73 and 76-83 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in tlie specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. In particular, it is not clear how a generated time-varying magnetic signal 
via the one or more induction coils and the magnetic stripe could be received by a 
magnetic stripe reader "in close proximity to the magnetic field generator without 
swiping the magnetic sthpe through the magnetic stripe reader or inserting the 
magnetic stripe into the magnetic stripe reader or using an adapter to interface with 
the magnetic stripe reader ".
